MEMORANDUM 

SUBJECT: Comment* on Draft BoD Directive for a Defense Inteliisence 
Agency 

1. By far the greater part of this Directive concerns DoD arrange- 
ments which only indirectly affect the responsibilities of the Director of 
Central Intelligence. There are, however, some provisions which ha ve 

a direct and immediate impact on the U. S. Intelligence Board and CIA 
responsibilities , Comments in this memorandum are confined to the 
latter. 

2. Paragraph 1Y A bears directly on the production of U.S. 

National Intelligence Estimates but does not clearly provide for contri- 
butions to those estimates. It would seem preferable for the paragraph 
to be reworded as follows; 

Develop and produce all DoD intelligence estimates 
and Da D information and contributions to National 
Estimates for the U. S. Intelligence Board. 5uch 
estimates and contr ibutions may indicate differences 
in analysis and evaluation. 

i he second and final sentence of this same paragraph seems to indicate 
that if experts la the DIA cannot arrive at an agreed single estimate on
